European  Intelligence.

VIENNA,  April  13. 
According  to  two  accounts  of  the  5th 
and  7th  inft.  from  the  Archduke  Charles, 
it  appears  that  the  enemy  who  were  pof- 
ted  at  Freudenftadt,  Homberg  and  Neu- 
ftadt  moved  r.nd  attacked  a  part  of  his 
royal  highnefs's  army  with  great  force  at 
E.  Siv.ith.   John  Yarnum,  George-  [:  Mpierlbach,  Fwburft,  and  Turwangen, 


and  at  the  fame  time  oidered  their  advan- 
ced potts  to  march  towards  Sul2  on  the 
Neckcr,  where  there  was  a  fmall  Auftri- 
an  corps.  The  Archduke  immediately- 
lent  gen.  Nanendo'rff forward  with  a  re- 
hVforceineht!  of  feveyal  battalions,  and  or- 
dered him  to  attack  the  enemy  on  every 
point,  and  to  endeavour  to  drive  them 
back  to  the  mountains.  Gen.  Gorger  at 
the  fame  time  marched  towards  Alpierf- 
bach,  wh:Ht  gen.  Meefeldt  and  Guilay, 
moved  to  Frieberg  and  St.  George,  where 
they  attacked  the  enemy,  difperied  them 
rcok  many  prifoners,  and  one  ammuniti- 
on waggon.  At  the  fame  time  gen.  Clin- 
gling  moved  towards  Neuftadt,  which  pofl 
the  enemy  left  on  his  approach.  Gen. 
Kienmevtr,  who  had  been  to  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Schaffhaufen  and  Stain  re- 
pulfed  a  ftrong  detaciiment  of  the  enemy 
and  purfued  them  as  far  as  Schaffhaufen, 
where  his  (gen.  Kienmever's)  advanced 
polls  now  are.  The  enemy  having  fome' 
apprehenfions  for  Stain  and  Difienhofen, 
burnt  the  Bridges  at  both  places. 

On  the  fifth  it  was  reported  at  all  the 
advanced  pofts,  that  the  enemy  had  re- 
treated from  every  quarter  as  far  as  Fru- 
denftadt,\vherethe  rearof  the  French  gen. 
St.  Cyr's  diviiion  was  (till  pofted.  Lieut. 
Col.  Steinhofer,  of  the  Blackenftein  regi- 
ment of  hulfars,  purfued  the  enemy  with 
great  fpirit,  near  Homberg,  fell  in  with 
them,  killed  fome,  and  took  feveral  pri- 
foners. On  the  7th  the  enemy  alfo  re- 
treated from  Freudenftadt,  and  abandon- 
ed feveral  polls  on  the  Kniebifs,  from 
whence  they  marched  by  Obenkirch  to- 
wards Kehl  to  which  place  feveral  other 
columns  who  were  directing  their  march 
to  Laar  through  Cffenburg,  had  reteated. 
The  column  from  Freyburg,  took  the 
road  to  old  Breyfach,  where  they  paffed 
the  Rhine  and  broke  down  the  bridge  be- 
hind them.  The  Archduke  ordered  his 
light  troops  to  put  fue  the  enemy  in  every 
direction,  and  took  pofTelfion  of  all  the 
principal  pofitions  which  the  enemy  had 
abandoned,  the  army  being  now  ported  ii. 
the  neighbourhood  of  Viikngjn,  Dinaue- 
fehingen,  and  Engen. 

HOVE  J?  DO,  (a  town  of  Germany,  in  tie 
Tirol,  seated  on  the  Adigc.J  April  2. 
After  the  French  on  the  30th  ult.  had 
made  the  fourth  fruitlefs  attack  on  the 
Auftrians  in  Italy,  under  the  command  of 
gen.  Kray,  they  on  the  31ft  attempted 
a  fifth  and  gen.  Scherer  appeared  deter- 
mined to  defeat  the  Auflnans,  and  take 
Legnano,  and  Verona  before  the  Ruffians 
fhould  arrive.  With  this  view  he  conti- 
nually brought  up  frefh  troops,  and  rein- 
forced himfelf  with  the  Garrifons  of 
Mantua  and  Pefchiers,  but  all  his  endea- 
vours failed,  and  on  the  31ft  he  was  en- 
tirely defeated  with  great  lofs.  The  Au- 
ftrians cut  offthe  retreat  of  the  French 
at  Rivoli ;  and  they  loft  in  killed,  woun- 
ded and  prifoners,  not  lefs  than  8000 


(Another  Letter,  fame  date.) 
"The  magiftracyof  this  city  have  re- 
ceived the  following  official  account,  da- 
ted Verona,  head-quarters  of  Gen.  Kray, 
ift  April. 

"In  the  night  between  the  30th  and 
31ft,  a  French  column  palled  the  Adige 
over  a  bridge  of  boats  near  Rivoli,  to  at- 
tack in  flank  by  the  mountains,  the  right 
wing  of  the  imperial  army.  The  generals 
Cray  and  Kaim  had  recourfc  to  the  fol- 
lowing ilratagem :  Theycaufed  their  in- 
fantry to  retreat  almoft  10  Verona,  in  or- 
der to  amufe  the  French,  while  a  corps 
of  cavalry  having  with  them  zo  or  25 
pontoons,  went  by  the  bye-roads  and  de- 
tlroyed  the  bridge.  The  retreat  of  the 
French  column  being  thus  cut  off,  2000 
were  killed  and  wounded,  and  the  re- 
maining 6oco  laid  down  their  arms. 
They  had  with  them  11  pieces  of  cannon, 
and  a  great  number  of  animation  wag- 
gons." 

HAMBURG,  April  16. 

On  the  30th,  ult.  the  French  attacked 
the  Auftrians  on  the  Upper  Adige,  be- 
tween Verona,  and  Roverdo.  At  the  fini 
they  obtained  fome  fuccefs  ;  but  they 
were  the  fame  day  repulfed  with  very 
confiderable  lofs. 

Accounts  have  been  received  from  the 
Tyrol  that  the  French  force  which  pene- 
trated into  that  country  had  been  obli- 
ged to  evacuate  it  completely;  that  gen. 
Jourdau's  army,  as  well  as  great  part  Ber- 
nadotte's,  had  ropaifijd  the  Rhine,  having 
left  a  garrifon  in  Maiiheim  and  in  the 


works  of  Kehl,  but  had  abandoned  th3 
blockade  of  Philiplburgh.  The  Auftri- 
ans have  advanced  to  Friburg  and  Offen- 
hurg,  and  have  fummcned^Kehl  to  furren- 
Jer.  Advices  from  Raftadt  of  the  8th  A- 
pril  mention  that  gen.  Staray  had  gained 
a  very  confiderable  advantage  over  the 
French  gen.  St.  Cyr,  as  the  latter  was  re- 
treating from  Freudenitadt  to  Offenburg, 
on  his  way  to  Khel  ;  and  thatthe  French 
had  loft  a  confiderable  park  of  artillery. 

Extra?}  of  a  letter  from  Paris  April  9. 

"  Tefterday  evening  we  learn  general 
Jourdan  had  arrived  in  this  capitol,  retur- 
ned from  his  campaign  on  the  Danube. 
We  learn  befides,  not  only  that  he  had 
been  recalled  from  his  command,  but  that 
the  moftfinifter  reports  were  circulated 
reflecting  the  motives  ol  his  recall,  the 
lofs  of  the  army,  and  its  retreat  to  Gen- 
genbach  and  Offenburg,  oreven  to  Stratf- 
burg.  Advantage  was  takyi  likewife  to 
incrcafe  the  anxious  cvriofiw  of  the  pub- 
lic, of  an  order  of  the  miniftcrof  war,  pub- 
liihed  yefterday  in  Paris,  wh\ch  enjoins 
every  confeript,  requilitionary,  and  other 
military  man,  abfent  from  his  corps,  "  to 
depart  within  24  hours  for  his  p<ft,  under 
pain  of  being  arrefted  and  puniflkd  a*  a. 
deferter  ! ! — Although  this  order  W  only 
the  confequence  of  the  exifting  lav*,  and 
a  means  of  carrying  them  into  executioa 
malevolence  will  not  let  this  opportunity 
cfcape,  of  circulating  the  report,  tin?-,  a. 
new.requifition  is  about  to  be  railed,  an 
account  of  the  dangers  of  the  common- 
wealth— We  are  anxious  to  deftroy  thfc 
falfe  report,  by  obferving,  that  the  go- 
vernment confines  itfelf  to  preffing  the  de- 
parture of  thofe  for  the  army  who  ought> 
long  ago,  to  have  been  there,  and  who> 
have  no  legal  exemptions.  At  the  fame 
time,  in  order  to  convey  an  exact  idea  o? 
the  ftate  of  affairs,  government  has  pub- 
lifhed,  officially,  the  following  intelligence 
from  the  army  of  the  Danube,  now  re- 
turning towards  the  Rhine  : 

"The  commander  in  chief  Jourdan, 
having  been  compelled  by  ikknefs,  fct  off 
for  Stratn.urg,on  the  fame  day  (3d  of  A- 
pril)  on  which  the  attack  was' to  be  made 
on  the  enemy.  He  had  before  requeued 
permiffion  to  come  to  Paris,  and  had  pro- 
posed gen.  St.  Cyr,  or  Ferino,  to  com- 
mand in  his  abfence — The  executive  di» 
rectory  have  appointed  gen.  Maffena,  to 
take,  ad  interim  the  command  of  the  ar- 
mies ;  but  previoufly  to  his  arrival,  gen- 
Jourdan  had,  on  fetting  off,  entrufbd  the 
command  to  gen.  Ernout,  who,  having 
been  attacked  in  his  advanced  pofts,  or- 
dered the  retreat  acrols  the  Rhine."

COUNCIL  OF  FIVE  HUNDRED, 

SITTING  OF  APRIL  17. 

After  a  violent  debate  whether  the  tri- 
bunes fhould  be  Ihut  during  the  reading 
of  a  meffage  from  the  executive  directo- 
ry which  paffed  in  the  negative  it  was 
read  as  follows  : — 

"  The  executive  directory  think  it  its 
duty  to  acquaint  you,  citizen  reprefenta- 
tives,  that  notwithstanding  all  the  activi- 
ty and  care  empioyedin  the  execution  of 
the  law  with  refpect  to  the  confeription, 
the  levy  of  200,000  men  is  not  entirely 
effected,  and  that  the  lilts  are  far  from  be- 
ing completed.  But  the  greatnefs  of  the 
effoits  made  by  the  coalition,  requires  we 
fhould  rapidly  call  into  action  all  our  re- 
fources,  in  order  to  force  it  totheconclu- 
fion^of  a  permanent  peace. 

"The  preffure  of  the  circumftances  is 
known  to  you,  it  is  a  matter  infta'nt  of  ur- 
gency to  give  to  the  directory  the  power 
of  taking  from  the  2d  and  3d  clafs  the 
number  of  men  necefiary  to  complete  the 
levy.  You  will  alfo  form  a  judgment  that  , 
it  is  in  want  of  a  certain  latitude  of  acting 

to  afcertain  the  refult  of  that  meafure  

It  thinks  neceffary  to  declare,  that  it 
cannot  be  delayed  without  expofing  the 
republic  to  danger,  and  compromiting  the 
glory  of  her  arms,  and  the  fafety  of  her 
allies.  By  affuring  to  our  army  a  great 
Superiority,  the  meafure  may  alfo  fpare 
the  effufion  of  blood,  and  finally  compel 
our  enemies  to  rtlpect  us." 

England, 

LONDON,  April  28. 

jGeneral  Jourdan  has  refigned  his  com- 
mand in  the  armies,  &  returned  to  Paris.

After thispaper  was  at  prefs,  wereceiv 
ed  the  Paris  Journals  of  fo  late  a  date  a? 
Tharfday  lull.  Excepting  the  evacuati 
on,  by  the  French  at  Schaff  haufen,  which 
took  place  on  the  15th  inft.  and  the  re- 
futation of  the  command  in  Italy  by  gen. 
Slierer,  they  do  not  contain  any  new  e- 
vents  of  importance. 

The  official  details  of  the  military  op- 
perations  both  in  Suabia  and  Italy  are  in 
the  Gazette  ot  Saturday.  All  the  acti- 
ons in  Italy  up  to  the  5th  incluiive  have 
been  contetled  with  altonifhing  obftinacy, 
and  attended  with  dreadful  flaughter. 
Indeed  in  every  quarter  victory  feems  to 
have  depended  in  a  greater  degree  upon 
the  courage  and  pcrfeverance  of  the 
troop*, thari  upon  the  extraordinary  dif- 
play  of  talents  and  manoeuvre  upon  the 
part  of  their  leaders.  The  war  has  been 
a  feries  of  bloody  attacks  inceffantly  re- 
peated, rather  than  'an  exertion  of  flcill 
and  uclics.  The  French  appear  to  have 
been  defirousby  violent  and  perfevering 
efforts  to  eftablifh  a  fuperiority  over  the 
Auitrians,  and  to  gain  fome  of  their  valu- 
able pofitions  before  the  arrival  of  the 
Ruffians.  On  no  occaiicn  has  there  been 
a  greater  djfplay  of  gallantry,  and  it  is  ho- 
norable to  the  Auftrians,  that  in  a  quar- 
ter where  their  army  in  expectation  of 
alhRance  of  their  auxiliaries,  was  not  verv 
numerous,  not  only  maintained  #h  Mi- 
ground  but  in  their  turn  attacked  with 
fuch  fignal  fuccefs.  . 

The  lots  on  both  fides,  in  the  battle  of 
the  5th,  was  very  great,  but  the  Auftri- 
ans drove  the  enemy  from  all  their  pofi- 
tions. The  official  accounts,  however, 
do  not  ftate  whether  the  enemy  weVe 
retreating,  or  preparing. for  a  new  attack. 
Probably  after  fo  much  difafter,  the  inl- 
petJofity  of  the  French  would  110  longer 
enable  them  to  undertake  frelh  attempts. 
The  arrival  of  the  Ruffians  will  be  very 
feafonable  to  allow  fome  refpite  to  the 
Auitrians,  exhausted  by  fuch  Sanguinary 
conflicts. 

The  beginning  of  this  campaign  has 
been  ftfll  more  active  and  more  bloody  in 
Italy  than  in  Germariy,  and  fortunately, 
has  not  been  lefs  to  the  advantage  of  the 
Auftrians. 

Afccnding  from  Italy  towards  Germa- 
ny, we  fee  that  the  triumphs  of  the  Auf- 
trians in  thefe  two  countries  have  i'uiced 
the  French  to  abandon  all  the  ports  of 
which  tlrey  had  taken  pofleffion  in  the 


Tyrol,  to  withdraw  into  the  Grifons 
country,  and  thus  to  lofe  the  benefits  of 
the  progreSs  which  they  had  made  in  the 
centre.  • 

The  whole  of  the  French  jrrr.y,  except- 
ing part  of  the  zrmy  of  observation,  and 
a  corps  deftined  for  the  defence  of  Khel, 
has  rep  iifed  the  Rhine.  This  latter  for- 
trefs,  or  rather  entrenched  camp,  has 
been  fummoned,  and  we  flatter  ourfelves 
if  the  Auftrians  attempt  to  retake  it,  it 
will  neither  coft  them  fo  much  time  nor 
fo  much  trouble  as  in  1796  and  1797 — 
Gen.  Zftray  appears  tohave  fucceeded  in 
cutting  off  the  retreat  of  gen.  St,  Cyr 
from  Kehl,  and  in  making  himfelf  mailer 
of  a  great  quantity  of  artilery.

exertion  than  from  the  ability  with  which 
not  only  the  Archduke,  but  all  the  offi- 
cers under  him  profited  by  every  means 
that  occured  during  the  long  continuance 
of  the  fight. 

His  royal  highnefs  fpeaks  in  the  moft 
amiable  terms  of  the  gallantry  of  the 
princes  de  Furftinberg,  of  Anhalt,  Bern- 
iierg,  who  died  in  the  field  of  battle,  as 
well  as  of  the  prince  of  Anhalt  Cothen, 
who  perceiving  that  his  cavalry  could  not 
act,  folicited  to  be  allowed  on  foot,  led 
Jiviiion  to  the  attack  ;  of  the  Prince  of 
curlenberg,  who  feeing  a  favourable  op- 
portunity, attacked  without  waiting  for 
orders  ;  and  in  fact  of  all  the  officers  and 
troops.

Italy. 

LEGHORN,  March  20. 
FROM  EGYPT. 
A  Danidi  veffel  entered  our  port  on  the 
15th,  after  a  paffage  of  29  days  from  A- 
lexandria.  On  board  of  it  were  the  crews 
of  17  veffels,  which  have  been  vicYnns  of 
the  attrocious  perfidy  of  the  EnglHh. — 
The  hiitory  of  this  bufinefs  deferves  to 
be  particularly  detailed  on  account  of  the 
horror  which  it  excites.  Trowbridge, 
who  commands  the  Englifli  fqadron  off  the 
coaft  of  Egypt,  fent  a  flag  of  truce  to  A- 
lexandria  to  inform  the  neutral  veffels 
that  they  were  at  liberty  to  fail  from  that 
port,  and  fhould  not  be  interrupted  in  the 
courfe  of  their  voyage. — On  the  15th  of 
February  17  of  them  fet  fail,  and  auer  a 
day's  failing  fell  in  with  the  Englifli  foua- 
dron  confining  of  fix  {hips  of  the  l'ine. 
Trowbridge  ordered  the  captains  of  the 
17  veffels  to  come  inftantlyon  board  with 
their  papers,  declared  he  fhould  keep 
their  veffels,  and  that  all  the  crews  would 
be  put  on  board  one  fliip,  which  might 
proceed  to  any  port  they  pleafed.  Of  theft- 
17  veffels  fix  were  Danifli  and  three 
Swedish  i  the  others  were  Greeks  and 


or  Uagufan.  The  crews  have  brought 
authentic  intelligence  refpecting  Egypt. 
The  French  are  in  quiet  poJJellion  there- 
of, and  the  organization  of  the  interior 
proceeds  in  a  rapid  manner.  The  principal 
object  of  it  is  to  prevail  on  the  inhabitants 
to  concur  with  the  French  in  the  defence 
of  the  country  againfl  the  Turks.  The  ar- 
my is  not  in  want  of  any  thing  neceffary 
to  its  fubfiflence,  for  the  induftry  of  tiie 
French  finds  many  refources  with  which 
the  ftupid  natives  were  previoufly  unac- 
quainted.
